Missouri Rlrer.

A narrow, muddy stream, almost slug-

gish, choked here and there by fallen trees
i

and underbrush, yesterday marked the
course of what the night before had been
a raging torrent. For. a distance of more
than a mile there was ample evidence of
the fury of the mighty wall of water sud-

denly released by a broken dam and aug-

mented by a downpour of rain that
amounted to almost a cloudburst which
moved with resistless force and incredible
apeed down the sloping Jersey 'creek valley.

SCEINESAFTER THE

eddying and swirling,, uprooting treik, un-

dermining houses, catching In its destruct
ive ive waves Human ana animal life and

choking Its victims down to death. Thou-

sands of people visited the scene near .Chel-

sea park yesterday, and stood for hours
watching the' searchers for the dead as
they raked and scraped about the immense
piles of debris cast up by the torrent.

Only one body was found that of a
woman, Mrs. Cora Irene Greenlee: It was
lodged In a mass of stuff wood, weeds, un-

derbrush, and fragments of houses that the
waters' had collected at1 a culvert 300 yards
from her former home, at Thirteenth street
and "V road. The body was lying, face
downward, partially wrapped In a sheet,
and still dressed in the underclothing that

he wore when the sullen roar of the
stream drowned her scared cries on the
night before. The body wes lifted tenderly

, from Its .resting place and taken U an un-

dertaker's morgue to be prepared for burial.
W. F. Greenlee, the husband, whose nar-
row escape from death borders on the mi-

raculous, was able to be out yesterday, but
carried one arm in a sling and walked with
a- crutch," 'as a result of the' buffeting be
received In the'swollen stream. The bodies
of Robert Kanute and his two children.
Willie, and Mollle, have noi been recovered.

The Kanute home was swept JLway' by the
flood and demolished at the. Fifth street
bridge,- - at which point it is believed the
father and his two children were precip-
itated into the water. The" theory is ad-
vanced that their' lives were either dashed
out when their home crumbled at the
bridge, or that they were drowned there
and their bodies caught up by the current
and carried on down to "the Missouri river,
whldn also is swollen by the heavy North-
ern rains.
It is evident that the flood was the result

of a cloudburst over that portion of the
suburban district Just out of the limits of '
Kansas City. Kas., known as Midland park, I

immediately north of Chelsea park: Resl- - j

dents of the district inundated state that:
snore water flowed from the ground known '
as Midland park than from the Chelsea or

J Jersey creek district until the .dam gave
way. When the dam at Chelsea park, con- -
etitutihg the east bank of 'the large artificial
'lake, was forced,- a bank of water, variously
estimated by those who saw It as from
ten to twenty feet high rushed down the
already swollen creek. Great damage was
dona to dwellings all along' the tortuous
banks of the creek. Foundations were
washed out. outhouses and barns were car-
ried away, cattle' and horses were drowned,
poultry was scattered over tho surround-ing country and havoc was created every- -'where along the path of the flood.J!! h.2K?.or the Greenlee family at 20ttNorth Thirteenth street was the first tobe washed entirely away. It was carriedacross Thirteenth street, but did not go
flown the stream. Greenlee and his wife
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clinging to the top of a tree until rescued by
Dr.-JS- . H. Todd and other neighbors.'
'Yesterday morning .at daybreak'the' crew

of' the book and Udder truck' from,' ore
headquarters, together with citizens, re-
lieved the night watch of police at the Fifth
street bridge across Jersey creek, and re-
sumed the search for the bodies of the dead
in the Kanute family. The fire; department
members worked until afternoon removing
the 'Wreckage. Parts of the- - furniture of
the Kanute home were found. A great
pile of debris was still In the creek when
the firemen gave up the search, resigning
in favor of a gang of men in the employ
of, the street commissioner's, department of
the city.

Robert Kanute was a poor man and lived
In a small shanty, on the bank of the creek
just above Seventh street with his wife
and four children and his elder daughter
and her husband, as told In The Journal
yesterday. He .and his two children, Villle
and Mollle. could not escape, although the
rest' of the family did. "While the husband
was living It was almost next to Impossible
for the large family to eke out a comfort-
able existence. Robert Kanute drove a
wagon for Taylor Addison, a .feed dealer,
who is in business on North Fifth street.
He did not have work all the time and his
pay was small. The family .found it hard
to live on his earnings, but bravelv stood
up under their misfortune,. and never asked
iw curiiy. luc uuvu ucamjycu every-
thing thty had. Their home, together with
their furniture and scanty provisions, was
swept away by the angry waters. Now
that the father and wage earner la gone it
is a hard problem for the widow, to solve
to provide for herself and. remaining chil-
dren. M. F. Seevers. night foreman at the
L road shops, has started a subscription list
for the relief of the widow and children.
Already several dollars has. been secured
from the employes of the L road. Any-
thing, in the way of clothing, edibles, fur-
niture and money, no matter how small theamount or how valueless the article seems
to appear to the donor, will be gladly ac-
cepted by Mr. Seevers at 19M ZNcrth Fifthstreet, and will be turned over, to the fam-
ily. It is necessary that, relief shall be had
at once. The donations should be brought
in y.

The remaining members of the Kanute
family are now at the home of H. L. Co-
vert. 3082 Hallock street in Edgerton place,
where they are being cared for by Mr. Co- -

vert. A subscription is .also being raised
here for the destitute family. '

The damage done by the flood Is' vari-
ously estimated at from 120,000 to $50,000.
The greatest loss will fail on the city, as
the streets and sidewalks, as well as the
culverts and bridges, were washed away
or damaged so that extensive repairs will
be necessary. It is said that 'at least 7pa
families will be losers on account of the
Hood. Many lost alt they had except the
clothing they wore and small articles that
could be carried out hastily.. The family
of W. F. Shaw near the home of the
Greenlee family, had a narrow escape from
death.- - They were rescued from the attic
of their home, as told in The Journal yes-
terday. Mr. Shaw la a conductor on the
West side blanch of the "L" road. He
stated yesterday that he had lost every-
thing he had on earth: his borne, his and
his family's wearing apparel, their furni-
ture, their provisions and their cow and
chickens. Me bore up grandly under the
loss and philosophically remarked that
there was no use to cry 'about the matter.

It la possible that several suits will be
brought against the city, the park man-
agement and the owners; of rented proper-
ty by the losers. When the dam broke
three years ago suits were .tiled against the
city on the grounds that arrangements
should have' been made by the city to pro-
vide the creek or sewers for the carrying
oil of rain or surface water. It is also
presumed that joint cases, will be brought
against H. L. . Utter, who recently pur-
chased the park. It is claimed that the
dam was a menace to the residents of the
city along the banks of the creek and that
it should not. have been tolerated and, if
tolerated, should have been sufficient to
withstand any reasonable 'strain that
might occur during high water or storms
of the kind ' occurring Wednesday night.
The Badger Lumber Company owned sev-
eral dwellings In .Heathwood. near Thir-
teenth and ."L" road.

Coronor Glasscock stated yesterday aft-
ernoon to a Journal reporter that-h- would
not hold an inquest over the remains of
Mrs. .Greenlee. He claimed that Inasmuch
as the woman was drowned, and it was
evident that it was not a suclde or a
murder,' that it was not, within the prov-
ince of his official duty to hold an Inquest
to ascertain who, if any person or cor-
poration, were responsible for the acci-
dent that caused the death.

Thb funeral of Mrs. Greenlee will take
place this morning at 10 o'clock from the
London Heights Methodist Episcopal
cnurcn, unaer tne auspices oi tne Ma-
sons. Interment will be at Woodlawncemetery. Mrs. Greenlee . was 2J years
old. Her mother. Mrs. McLean, lives at
Omaha. She has been notified of the
death of her. daughter. The husband of
the deceased Is a carpenter. He lost
everything In the flood.

Rev. Mr. Chris F. Rclsner, pastor of the
London Heights Methodist church, will
raise a relief fund for the sufferers who re-
sided In London heights, many of whom
lost everything they had. He has appoint-
ed the following committee to solicit aid:
Professor M. E. Pearson, of the Long
school, chairman: Hass Clark; J. A. Young,
G. W. Bradshawl yardmaster, at the Union
depot: D. O'Donnell. trustee of Wyandotte
township, and H. O. Hem. He will also
serve on the committee. Mrs.. Irene Green-
lee, one of the four who were drowned, wasa member of his church.' He. returned to
the city from Atchison yesterday to con-
duct the funeral services of Mrs. Greenlee.

Rev. Mr. Relsner stated last night thatMr. and Mrs. A M. Darrah, an aged cou-
ple, were rendered helpless and penniless
by the deluge. They owned two cows anda horse, which were drowned. The two
cows were Mr. and Mrs. Darrah's only
source of support. They are" at' present
being cared for by friends.

on the others for a, greater length of time.
He' could not compete with the European
countries in bidding for such work If, com-
pelled to work' under an eight hour law.

.Payment of the annuities, to the Sioux
was stopped by congress UV1863 on account
of, the' Sioux massacre In Minnesota. By'
the terms of .the, bill .the annuities are re-
stored until ISO when the. treaty will ter-
minate; but no Indian "who 'participated
In the Minnesota. massacre and no descen-
dant of such Indian shall receive any part
of the money..

Mr. Allison, of Iowa, strongly opposed the
bin,- - declaring tt .to be, a mere gratuity

which would' cost the government
15,000.000.,. . t

At 2 o'clock Mr. Allison' had not concluded
his remarks. The Indian bill then gave way
to the unfinished business, the' bill-t- o incor-
porate 'the International American bank.

Osaeers to Fit Out the Musicians In

CAMP ALGER, FALLS CHURCH, VA..

June 13. The Third regiment of Mis-
souri volunteers has quickly settled
down into . the routine o'f army life.
The regiment has been paid, the boys
getting pay" for seventeen days more
than they expected, and It is no re-
flection on a soldier's patriotism to say
that he feels more, soldierly after .he has
been. once paid. The. last sign of the" civil-
ian has disappeared. .Every enlisted man
"looks' alike," and if a company ot veteran
regulars were scattered through the regi-
ment it is doubtful it an old military off-
icer could pick out a corporal's guard, of
them from the "rookies" of a few weeks
ago. AU the clothing, shoes and hats that
the would-b- e soldiers of a month ago wore
have entirely disappeared from camp, and;
in their place are the blue uniforms, well
made and comfortable but plain-lookin- g

army shoes, and the equally serviceable
campaign hats; In the place ot the' occa-
sional maekintosh, every man now has a
rubber poncho. Each man wears the same
kind of underclothing, and all socks of
which each man has" three pairs look alike.
When Uncle Sam went into the market "to
buy clothing tor the volunteer army he
got the most 'comfortable and durable to
be found. "

The soldiers "are now in excellent trim,
for a campaign. The month they have been
changing from 'citizens in all kinds of

KANSAS ANTI-SCREE- LAW.

Compliance With It May Result In
Strike ot, AU Coal Miners

In the State. ,
PITTSBURG. KAS;. June

The time Is almost at hand when the" coal
.operators will either have to comply with
the anti-scre- law or step' out against It.
It is altogether, likely, however, that the
majority of them will comply with the law,
but a cut in the price of digging will be
made. With the anti-scre- law In force,
operators claim they eannot afford to pay
the present, price. "It means an Increase'
of, 7 cents per ton In the coat of producing;
coal," said an operator this evening, "and
there 'is not-- a company in the district that
can stand It." The .price paid now is 68
cents per ton,-o- n a mine, run basis, and the
majority of the companies "declare they'
will not pay It, but will cut the price for
digging to 45 cents.

What result this will have remains' to, be
seen,, for the 'miners, do not express them-
selves .regarding the matter to any great,

BIG FEE FOR JUDGE M'DOUGAL

He Succeeds la Bavins; Thirty-eig- ht

Oaages Restored to Their
Rights.

WASHINGTON, June cial.) The.
best pleased man in Washington torday is
Judge McDougal. He and Judge Warwick
Hugh, ot St. Louis, nave expended lots ot
time, and 'brains1 'during the past year or
two 'in trying to get forty-on- e halfhreeu
Osage Indians, who were stricken from
the' Osage .annuity roll and deprived of- - all
other rights as members of that tribe, re-
stored to that roll and all other rights.
To-da- y the assistant attorney general ren-
dered an exhaustive opinion which restores
to all' their rights ax Osoges thirty-eig-ht

of the forty-on- e clients of McDougal and.
Hugh. This means that each one Is re-
stored and their children and descendants
will for aU time get .nearly 3300 annually
per head, and each will get a fun. share in
the large and fertile fields of the Osages
down In the .Indian Territory. The money
and lands win in time aggregate millions
in value, and it is presumed that the fee
will correspond with the total sum in-

volved, although Judge McDougal declined
to name the amount.'

The brief and arguments filed show that
the principal question involved was whether
Paul Lolse, the ancestor of the claimants,
was of Osage blood. To determine this the
Catholic cathedral records at St. Louis
back in tho last century were brought out.
the "Annals of tho French and Spanish
Domination at St. Louis" from 1784 to ISM,
and a French book printed in Paris in 1827'
and giving an account of a visit to France
in that year of six Osages. with Paul Lolseas their Interpreter, was also in evidence.
But the most important evidence was thetreaty made with the Osages in 1S08 at FortClark, which was located down the Mis-
souri river about twenty miles from where
Kansas City now stands, and the treaty
made with that tribe, in 1825, for In both of
.these treaties this same Paul Lolse was theinterpreter; His case being won, after tele-
graphing news ot the victory to his clients
and associate counsel. Judge McDougal, In
company with Webster Davis, spent the
afternoon in calling socially upon the presi-
dent and several cabinet officers. To-
morrow he will arrange to have the an--'
nultles, which for some .years have 'been
withheld from his clients, paid to them at
once 'and will probably start for home on
Saturday afternoon.
